The  estimated  population  of  15,580  was  slightly  higher 
than  that  of  1944  which  v/as  15,310.  The  increase  was  mainly  due  to 
the  return  of  men  and  women  from  H.M.  Forces. 

Births . 

The  number  of  births  registered  in  1945  was  302  of  which 
168  were  males  and  134  females.  The  birth-rate  per  thousand  of  the 
population  was  19,4  The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  the 
same  period  was  16.1.  The  effect  of  the  Vifar  on  the  birth-rate  is

The  increase  in  births  during  the  War  v/as  due  to  a 
greater  number  of  marriages  and  not  to  an  increase  in  the  size  of 
families . 

There  v/as  no  significant  increase  in  illegitimate  births 
as  a  result  of  the  War,  Fourteen  of  these  were  registered  in  1945. 

There  were  15  still-births,  none  of  which  v/ere 
illegitimate.  The  still-birth  rate  of  0,96  per  thousand  of  the

population  was  again  higher  than  the  rate  of  0,46  for  England  and 
Wales ,  ° 

Death  Rate . 


There  were  150  deaths  (87  males  and  63  females).  The 
crude  death-rate  was  9,6  per  thousand,  compared  with  11.4  for  the 
country  as  a  whole.

There  was  an  increase  in  deaths  in  ages  over  40  during 
the  War  years  and  a  diminution  in  deaths  during  childhood. 


Infantile  Mortality  Rate , 

There  were  18  deaths  in  children  under  one  year  of  age 
giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  59  per  thousand  births .  The 
infantile  mortality  rate  of  the  whole  country  was  46.

T  a-  ^  considerable  variation  in  the  infantile  mortality  rate  is 

liable  to  occur  as  these  calculations  are  made  with  rather  small 
numbers.  Klveton  Park  Rural  District  has  always  had  a  good 
reputation  for  the  care  of  infants  and  the  average  number  of  deaths 
of  young  children  during  the  War  v\ras  reduced  to  two-ti^lrds  of  the 
number  occurring  in  pre-war  years.  In  1945  eleven  deaths  in  babies  weroi 
due  to ^unavoidable  conditions,  seven  to  prematurity,  three  to  > 

congenital  debility  and  one  to  congenital  malformation. 
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Maternal  Mortality 


There  wore  no  deaths  of  women  in  childbirth  in  Kiveton 
Park  Rural  District  in  1945.  In  spite  of  higher  birth-rates  there 
were  no  maternal  deaths  in  1941,  1943  and  1945.

329  children  were  immimised  during  the  year,  196  by  the 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  53  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  of 
the  County  Council,  60  by  their  ovm  doctors  and  10  at  Swallownest 
Isolation  Hospital,  55  of  the  children  immunised  by  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  were  under  five  years  of  age.

The  number  of  cases  of  diphtheria  given  for  the  years  1944 
and  1945  are  not  comparable  with  those  of  previous  years  as  they 
are  corrected  numbers.  Cases  admitted  to  hospital  and  found  to  be 
negative  after  swabbing  and  further  observation  v/ere  deducted  in 
accordance  with  Ministry  of  Health  instructions. 

One  Immunised  child  was  sent  to  hospital  as  a  suspected 
diphtheria  but  was  found  to  be  suffering  from  another  infection. 

Two  deaths  occurred  in  patients  who  had  not  been  immunised. 


Scabies  Treatment,. 

The  treatment  centre  for  scabies  cases  at  Swallownest 
Isolation  Hospital  dealt  with  8  patients  from  Kiveton  Park  Rural 
District  during  1945, 

Patients  were  conveyed  to  the  Hospital  by  ambulance,  they 
were  given  baths  in  the  discharge  block,  their  clothing  was 
disinfected  by  steam  and  they  v/ere  given  benzyl  benzoate  applications,, 

There  was  a  striking  reduction  in  the  number  of  scabies 
cases  reported  during  the  year,  and  there  is  every  hope  that  the 
disease  will  be  practically  eliminated  with  the  improved  treatment 
v/hich  is  now  available.

The  proportion  of  houses  on  the  main  supply  was  high  for 
a  rural  district  virith  isolated  farm  houses,  farm  labourers  cottages 
and  temporary  buildings, 

I  asked  Mr,  W,  M,  Gibson,  the  Water  Engineer,  for  his 
comments  upon  the  adequacy  of  the  v/ater  supply  in  the  district  and 
received  the  following  report 

^  The  trunk  main  from  Sheffield  is  barely  adequate  for  present 
needs,  and  its  original  capacity  is  now  reduced  by  incrustation.  The 
two  storage  tanks  hold  bctvi^een  them  less  than  one  day's  supply  so  that 
there  are  times,  particularly  during  the  summer  months  or  during 
lengthy  spells  of  dry  weather,  when  the  supply  falls  to  reach  the 
highest  levels  in  Anston  and  Dinning ton.  The  supply  is  usually 
constantly  maintained  in  the  highest  levels  in  Harthill  because  the 
tank  at  Firvale  is  a  balancing  tank  and  the  mains  system  throughout 
V/ales  and  Harthill  is  adequate. 
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Recently,  we  have  been  successful  in  preventing  failure 
of  supply  to  the  high  levels  by  asking  Sheffield  Corporation  to 
boost  when  the  reserve  begins  to  get  lovir.  Whilst  boosting  does 
not  make  a  very  great  difference  in  the  quantity  of  water  put 
through,  it  enables  us,  on  the  majority  of  occasions,  to  maintain 
a  reasonable  supply  to  every  area.  There  are  odd  times,  of  course, 
during  very  dry  v/eather  coincident  vmth  heavy  ’industrial  draught, 
when  the  supply  to  the  high  levels  falls  during  the  day.  The 
position  is  usually  restored  during  the  night,  however. 

The  Council  are  fully  alive  to  the  urgent  need  for 
improving  the  bulk  supply,  particularly  in  view  of  the  new  housing 
programme,  and  are  at  present  considering  schemes  for  the  provision 
of  new  mains  and  additional  storage  facilities.  * 


HOUSING  SURVEY. 


An  extensive  housing  survey  v/as  carried  out  during  the 
year  to  ascertain  the  number  of  unfit  houses  requiring  demolition, 
the  number  of  houses  requiring  reconditioning,  those  requiring 
minor  repairs  and  to  find  out  how  many  families  were  living  under 
overcrowded  conditions.

In  classifying  houses  suitable  for  demolition,  the 
standards  used  were  those  of  the  West  Riding  Join  Housing  Advisory 
Committee .

Houses  requiring  Minor  Repairs. 

It  was  not  considered  practicable  to  visit  over  four 
thousand  houses  to  obtain  .particulars  of  minor  defects,  and  an 
estimate  was  made  that  700  houses  were  likely  to  be  in  need  of 
minor  repairs. 


OVERCROWDING . 

An  enumerator  was  appointed  to  obtain  particulars  of  the 
occupants  of  all  houses  coming  within  the  terms  of  the  Housing 
Act,  1956. 

The  houses  were  classified  according  to  the  standards 
given  in  this  Act  for  persons  per  room,  floor  areas  of  rooms  and  for 
separation  of  the  sexes.  The  Act  permits  living  rooms  and  kitchens 
to  be  used  as  sleeping  accommodation,  and  gives  a  considerable 
underestimate  of  the  houses  required  to  abate  overcrowding,

The  small  number  of  houses  overcrowded  in  Dinnington 
was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  three*»bedroomed  colliery  terrace  house 
was  considered  capable  of  accommodating  8  or  9  persons. 
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The  registers  v;ere  re-examined  to  find  how  many  houses 
were  occupied  by  two  or  more  families. 

In  the  following  table  which  gives  this  information,  single 
persons  were  not  considered  families.  For  example  a  male  or  female 
lodger,  a  married  woman  without  children  and  with  a  husband  in  the 
Army,  a  housekeeper  or  a  single  person  who  was  tenant  of  a  house 
wore  not  considered  to  be  separate  families.

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Treatment  of  Tuberculosis  1945. 


The  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis  in  Klveton  Park  Rural  District, 

Dispensary  Services. 

The  dispensary  available  is  situated  at  162  Lordens  Hill, 
Dinnlngton,  Clinics  were  held  every  Tuesday  at  10  a#m*  and  were 
attended  by  the  Consultant  Tuberculosis  Officer,  Dr*  H.  A*  Crowther 
and  the  Assistant  Tuberculosis  Officer,  Dr*  E*J,C,  Groves,  who  were 
also  available  by  appointment  for  consultation  v;lth  the  General 
Practitioners  in  the  district* 

X-ray  examinations  were  carried  out  at  the  dispensary  at  "Carnson 
House*’,  Moorgate  Road,  Rotherham. 

Institutional  Treatment. 

Institutional  treatment  was  provided  at  the  County  Council* s 
Sanatoria. 

Middle ton- in-Wharfedale  Sanatorium,  near  Ilkley. 

Scotton  Banks  Sanatorium,  Knaresborough, 

Cardigan  Sanatorium,  Carr  Gate,  near  Wakefield, 

Crookhill  Hall  Sanatorium,  Coriisborough,  near  Doncaster, 

In  addition  a  number  of  beds  v/ere  available  in  the  County 
General  Hospital,  Wakefield,  Other  beds  v/ere  rented  in  outside 
institutions . 

Ancillary  Services. 

(a)  Ultra  violet  ray  treatment  v;as  provided  at  Rotherham 
Hospital, 

(b)  Domiciliary  open-air  sleeping  shelters  were  provided  v^here 
the  sleeping  accommodation  was  not  suitable,  A  patient 
residing  at  Anston  was  provided  with  a  shelter* 

(o)  Surgical  appliances  were  provided  wholly  or  in  part 
for  necessitous  cases  with  tuberculous  conditions. 

Two  patients  received  assistance  in  this  way  in  1945, 

(d)  Extra  nourishment  to  enable  patients  to  build  up 

a  bodily  resistance  to  tuberculosis  was  provided  in 
the  shape  of  a  dally  supply  of  2  pints  of  milk,  the 
priority  allowance  authorised  by  the  Ministry  of  Food, 

Three  patients  from  the  Rural  District  obtained  such 
nourishment  during  1945.  These  patients  resided  in  the

Maintenance  Allowances. (266/T  Memo) 

(a)  Financial  assistance  under  Memo  266/T  v/hlch  was 

introduced  in  1943,  continued  for  patients  suffering 
from  pulmonary  tuberculosis*  This  scheme  has  done 
much  to  alleviate  the  financial  hardship,  with  the 
accompanying  mental  distress,  so  often  experienced  by 
patients  who  have  given  up  work  for  extended  periods 
of  treatment. 

The  Standard  Maintenance  Allowances  were  issued  without 
reference  to  the  family  income.  "Discretionary  Alloviranoe®" 
and  "Special  Payments"  were  Issued  for  specific  purposes 
whore  the  family  income  was  considered  inadequate. 
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West  Riding;  Distress  Fund 


Patients  were  provided  v/ith  the  following  assistance  out

County  Council  Ambulance  Sorvlwa. 

A  sub  depot  in  the  County  Ambulance  Service  was 
opened  at  28  Wales  Road,  Kiveton  Park  on  1st  July  1945, 

The  sub-depot  was  on  a  24-hour  service  with  one  driver 
and  one  ambulance.  Over  200  hospital,  maternity  home  and 
clinic  cases \rere  conveyed  by  ambulance  during  the  first  six  months 
and  over  5000  miles  were  covered. 


In  spite  of  the  restricted  supplies  of  food,  the  shortage 
of  clothing  and  footwear,  the  diminished  supplies  of  coal,  the 
shortage  of  houses  and  the  many  restrictions  left  over  from  the 
War,  there  is  a  better  standard  of  health  in  Kiveton  Park  Rural 
District  than  there  was  in  1939,  The  poorer  section  of  the 
community  has  benefited  most.  There  is  more  employment  and 
family  Incomes  have  risen.  The  food  and  clothing  rations  of 
today  are  more  generous  than  many  families  could  possibly  have 
afforded  seven  years  ago.  School  dinners,  milk  in  schools. 

Welfare  Clinics  and  priority  milk  in  the  hones  are  providing 
many  children  with  better  diets. 

Families  are  compelled  to  spend  their  Incomes  on 
essentials  such  as  food,  clothing  and  shelter,  as  most  unessentials 
are  not  available  or  are  in  very  short  supply. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  as  the  national  income  rises 
these  essentials  will  continue  to  receive  the  attention  that  has 
been  given  to  them  during  the  War,
